STEEL MARKET STRONGER 


THAN TRADE GENERALLY 


In Spile of Uttte Forward Business 


Hear? Shipping Encourages 


Slcel Producers.

.NEW YORK, June 4.—Reviewing 


the steel and iron market, the Ameri- 
can Metal Market and Daily Iron and 
Steel Report will tomorrow morning 
say.: '. 


The steel market is in a relatively 


strong position, much stronger than 
would naturally be expected/from the 
state of trade in general. If produc- 
tion of steel has declined-in the past 
two or three months, thft decline' has 
!beeri too small to be clearly preceptiblu, 
and a 5% or 10% decline would easily 
be noticed." Ileyond Question^ produc- 
tion is greater than at any time prior 
to last' October. 
The steel produced 


Is being shipped and the steel shipped 
is being consumed. . Jobbers and man- 
ufacturing consumers are certainly not 
laying In any stocks at this time. 
Prices -of 'steel products are very well 
held, there-being no important decline 
from.' the level ruling during the past 
eight.nnonths, and indeed steel tubular 
goods have been advanced fl to $2 
a ton during ihe past week. 


Clearly the steel position Is not fol- 


lowing the general business situation. 
The only concurrence is that little for- 
ward business is being placed for steel, 
but that is a detail. The Important 
thing Is that steel is being consumed 
at a rate practically equal to the fu.l 
mill capacity. Jn a measure this sit- 
uation can be explained. For several 
years the trade has been conservative, 
and has increased capacity very little, 
whereas the country has been growing. 
Again, it Is possible that dealers and 
manufacturing consumers arc pressing 
mills for deliveries partly to .make sure 
of working oft the. material into final 
hands before there is trouble 


The continuance of heavy,shipping 


Instructions In the lace of general dis- 
quiet and pessimism has given steel 
producers new courage, of which they 
stood visibly in need 30 days ago, and 
much -more "hopeful opinions of the 
future are now being expressed in the 
steel trade.

BY PAST LOSSES 


At JUist Realize the Folly 


of Flooding the 


Market. 


FURNACE MEN MARVE AT THEM 


Stiffness of t>ic Slarkel Is Maintained 


and Buyers With Hfurts Set ou Low 
TlgnrcB Find it Tm]>os.sM>lc to Get 
Tonnage; Xo Combination Kxtets. 


Commenting on the Connellaville 


coke trade situation as reported, this 
week.by. The Weekly 
Courier, 
the 


Cleveland Daily Iron Trade says: 


"The atintncas of the Connella^'ille 


coke producers as to price is ono ot 
the marvels of the iron markuL todtlv. 
While, some buyers have evidently set 
their hearts upon buying at $2.25, 
ovens, and some at even $2, yet it is 
unlikely that any contracts have beeti 
made for standard Connellsvillc coke 
in quantity at a price under S2.uO, ov- 
ens. If any contracts have been made 
at a lower price, the makers of them 
have certainly not made public any. 
details. .The coke production for.tho 
>veelc |declined 10,000 tons and ship- 
ments from the Connellavllle region 
shewed a falling- off of nearly 12,000 
tons'in the same period. It is declar- 
ed by competent authorities that there 
are- no merchant stocks on the yards 
of ovens, and this seema likely in view 
of'the-sudden 'drop, in 
production 


which is keeping pace with the.de- 
cline in shipments. .The deadlock.be- 
tween coke producers and consumers, 
and Connellsville deadlocks are any- 
thing but uncommon, Is going- through 
the usual course. 
"Whether furnaces 


will be able to buy. under $2.50, oveg&, 
may continue to be an open question 
for some days, but the time Is fast ap- 
proaching when there must bo a real 
show-down,- In the meantime, more 
blast furnaces are blowing out in the 
east and west and the price of pig1 iron 
in the north and south is declining." 
l 


The Connellsville merchant opera- 


tors have with much experience of a 
costly character at last become wise. 
The lesson they have learned seems to 
remain a closed book to merchant fur- 
nacemitn. Briefly, it.is the art of regu- 
lating production to consumption; thai. 
Is to say, of avoiding overproduction, 
which is one of the most serious men- 
aces to safe and sane business. 
Over- 


production is a gamble on the market, 
and from its very nature is destined 
tO'lps'e .more often than it wins. It IE 
true th&t it Is more .difficult to regu- 
late the production of'pig iron than it 
is to 'reguiate the production of coke. 
The coke-oven may be'blown out with- 
out seripuS'lbss, since it costs.but little 
to fire it up again; but it is a serious 
matter to blow out a furnace because 
the process of putting it in again is 
tedious and costly. Nevertheless, it is 
better for the furnacerhan individually 
to blow out his I'urnacc when prices 
get to profitless points than to pile up 
stocks that threaten bankruptcy; and 
nothing will bring;, the business bac* 
to a profitable basis quicker than th,o 
curtailment of production wrought by 
manufacturers who believe in Safety 
First as a rule in the financial, as well 
as in the operative .departments oi 
their business. 


The , numerous prosecutions under 


the Sherman law of alleged combina- 
tions in restraint of trade have caused 
numerous manufacturers to become 
unduly timid about the proper conduct 
of their business". They have become 
almost afraid to speak to ea^h, other 
across the street much less walk to- 
gether on'one side. There have been 
frequent hints of a combination among 
the Connellsville merchant coke oper^ 
ators. None exists, nor will ever exist. 
until there is a complete or partial 
merger of the merchant, interests. The 


tme can be said of tho merchant fur- 


nacemen. 


.While there Is, therefore, no unlaw- 


ful .cpiribination amongHhe..CorineIls- 
ville coke operators there does exlst^a 
common uidluncommonly natural In- 


stinct of self-preservation, more-highly 
developed 
than., heretofore, 
which 


prompts moat ot the manufacturers to 
the conclusion that it Is better to keep 
their coul and shut down part of their 
ovens than to sell coke at profltle*5 
prices.'.; There- are other operators -who 
through folly or necessity sell, their 
product at figures which leave them 
little":pr nothing for their coal; but 
they are- not sufficient In numbers pi 
productive capacity to break the mar-. 
ket 'down to their hacking points. 


There is nothing' strange about the 


firm- prices of cokje. unless-it may be 
that the producers" aro strangely wise 
to their own Interests, and cannlly co#- 
nixanfof.the game being played by the 
opposition.

WHAT FREE COAL MEANS 


Nova SortJn Will Profit 
nnd 
"West 


Virginia Market be CurlaJlcd,- 


Nova Scotia coal now pays only 12 


cents -per ton duty when shipped as 
culm or slack and it is all crushed inio 
culm, in order to gut the low 
tariff 


rate. While this coal Is of very nuioh 
lower quality than our American coals 
they have the advantage of not having 
any overland haul as the mines are 
right on the coast of Nova Scotia and 
their water haul ia about the same as 
nura on the average, claims an Ameri- 
can coal authority. They save from 
200 to 400 miles of railroad freight 
and "only pay 12 cents per ton tariff 
duty as it is now. If this 12 cents 
were removed it would ^Ive a groat 
stimulus to the importation o£ coal 
from Nova Scotia. 


There is a great deal imported as It 


Is. It reaches every seaport and man- 
ufacturing town north of Baltimore, 
and just to the extent that H is used in 
that section it necessarily takes the 
place of 'just so much. American coal. 
Tho competition between Nova Scotia 
coal and our American coals is now 
very acute and the price of our coal 
is pressed thereby to the limit by-the 
buyer for a manufacturing plant does 
not ask how much steam a ton of. coul 
•will. make. He asks how much steam 
a dollar's-Tvortli .of coal will make.
